HOLY SEE 10 SPAIN 


Vatican Is Discussing Invita- 
tion Extended by the 
Spanish Bishops. 


Rome, June 28.—(Via Chiasso to 
Paris.)—It is asserted that the ques- 
tion of the pope accepting the invita- 
tion of the Spanish bishops to transfer 
the Holy See to Spain, ts causing ani- 
mated discussion at the vatican. It is 
recalled that after the troubles in 
Rome in July, 1881, during the trans- 
fer of the body of Pope Pius IX., from 
St. Peters to its last resting place, 
and when the coffin was almost thrown 
in the Tiber river, Pope Leo appointed 
a commission of cardinals to study the 
situation of the papacy. 

Some of the cardinals favored the 
immediate transfer of the papacy else- 
where, but the majority agreed that the 
transfer should take place only if the 
safety of the pope were threatened or

These measures include a com- 
pulsory education law, a law to allow 
women to practice law in Georgia, a 
law to enfranchise the women of Geor- 
gia and a law to raise the age of con- 
sent from 10 to 18 years.

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LANSING IS NAMED 
10 SUCCEED BRYAN 


Former Counsellor of State 
Department Becomes Per- 
manent Secretary--Lansing 
Stands High in Diplomatic 
World. 


Washington, June 23.—-Robert Lan- 
sing—who as counselor of the state 
department has advised President Wil- 
son in law and precedent in the policy 
pursued by the United States toward 
belligerent governments since the out- 
break of the European war—was 
named today, secretary of state to suc- 
William Jennings Brvan.

in the national capital. Mr. Lan- 
is a life-long democrat, but he 
has devoted his time to international 
law and diplomacy and as popular 
with former republican officials as 
with his colleagues. Members of the 
cabinet and close personal friends of 
the president advised the selection, and 
Mr. Bryan himself, although not con- 
sulted, understood to have hoped 
for the promotion of Mr. Lansing. 

Official announcement of the selec- 
tion of Mr. Lansing, who has been 
serving secretary ad interim since 
the resignation of Mr. Bryan on June 
Ss, was made in the following state- 
ment: 

“Before leaving this evening for a 
brief rest in New Hampshire, the presi- 
dent announced that he had offered 
the post of secretary of state to Mr. 
Robert Lansing, the present counselor 
of the department of state, and that 
Mr. Lansing’ had accepted the appoint- 
ment.” 

Lansing Has No Political Backing. 

A commission was prepared which 
President Wilson signed tonight, giv- 
ing Mr. Lansing a recess appointment. 
When congress reconvenes, the nomi- 
nation will go to the senate. No op- 
position is anticipated. 

One of the peculiar 
in connection with Mr. Lansing’s ap- 
pointment is the fact that he per- 
sonally has no political backing or in- 
fluence. . Succeeding William Jennings 
Bryan, foremost among leaders of the 
democratic party, a comparatively un- 
known quantity in the political world 
has heen ushered into the premiership 
of the cabinet. 

This very fact, indeed, commended it- 
self to the president’s advisers as a 
reason for the appointment of a man of 
Mr. Lansing's experience and ability, 
the argument being advanced that at 
so critical a time in the nation’s his- 
tory, the people of the United Statés 
wished all political considerations sub- 
ordinated. Mr. Lansing takes office 
thoroughly famillar with the personnel 
and organization of the department of 
State, conversant with confidential de- 
tails of all the tmportant negotiations 
conducted by the United States since 
the Wilson administration began. More- 
over, he has a Knowledge of policies 
under previous administrations, and an 
especially intimate acquaintance with 
Mexican affairs and Far Eastern prob- 
lems. 
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Sketch of New Secretary. 

Mr. Lansing is 61 years old, a native 
of Watertown, N. Y., and a descendant 
of the family of John Lansing, who 
represented New YorkM the constitu- 
tional convention of 47787 at Philadel- 
phia and later was ghancellor of the 
state of New York, ter graduation 
from Amherst college, * in 1886, Mr. 
Lansing chose the profession of his 
father and ancestors—the law—and 
continued in private practice except 
when retained by the American gov- 
ernment or foreign nations in impor- 
tant cases He has represented the 
United States in more international 
arbitrations than any Ilving American, 
and a French authority recently wrote 
that Mr. Lansing probably had had a 
longer and broader experience in in- 
ternational arbitration and had ap- 
more frequently before inter- 
national tribunals than any living law- 
yer. 

In 1892 Mr. Lansing was appointed 
associate counsel for the United States 
in the Fur Seal arbitration and attend-

Foster, secretary of state under Presi- 
dent Harrison. Mrs. Lansing is one

lost Lemberg. They occupied the Gali- 
capital early in September and 
held it continuously until Tuesday, 
when. .the combined Austro-German 
forces compelled them to retreat from 
the city, which 1!s only sixty-odd miles 
due west from the nearest point of 
the Russtan frontier. 

Whether the fall of Lemberg means 
that the Russian army operating south — 
of it in southeast Galicia is effectively 
cut off from the army to the north 
stretching across Poland to the Baltic 
cannot yet be sald. Vienna and Ber- 
lin newspapers say this is the case 
and that the Russian arms have re- 
ceived a blow from which they can- 
not recover.

If the stroke proves as orushing as 
the Teutons predict, its effect, mili- 
tary observers here say, soon should 
be felt In the transfer of vast German 
ferces to the west, where for days 
they have been hard pressed by the 
French.
